HEV. J. M. ALBRECHT DELIVERS 


DEDICATORY SERMON. 


SERVICES WERE IMPRESSIVE 


HOTABLE EVENT IN RELIGIOUS 


CIRCLES OF THE CITY. 


Emmaus 
-church, tlie handsome 


new "house of woisnip of the German 
Lutheran congregation at Broadway 
and Creighton avenue was formally 
dedicated to the service of God on 
Sunday, and every attending feature 
of the day was felicitous. 
Splendid 


weather, inumense crowds of attend- 
ants, impressively "beautiful services 
aud general rejoicing at the success- 
ful culmination of a monumental 
woik all combined to make the day 
one of the most notable in the re* 
tlgioiis history of the city. 


Added to the thousands of Lutheran 


people in Fort Wayne were other 
thousands of that denomination from 
many points within a radius of anore 
than 100 miles who came to attend 
the services and to add a word of con- 
gratulation to that already 'bestowed 
upon Pastor Wamfbsganss and his 
faithful congregation. 
Other Luth- 


eran churches in the city dispensed 
with worship to unite for the day 
with the new congregation, and the 
excursion trains "brought in an ag- 
gregate of v-ery nearly 4,000 people. 
The Lake Erie alone carried 2,000, of 
whom 900 came from Indianapolis, 
Four hundred from Xendallville and 
the north came in over the Grand 
Rapids and Indiana; there were 600 
aboard the Wafbash train from Lafa- 
yette, Peru, Watoasfli, Lo-gansport and 
Huntingdon, while nearly every 'other 
town in the northern portion of Indi- 
ana and 'adjacent counties in Ohio 
sent large quotas. 


MARCH TO THE CHURCH. 


Long before the hour appointed for 


the beginning of the service, 9-30 
o'clock, an immicnse crowd filled the 
church grounds and the adjacent 
territory, expectantly awaiting the 
beautiful service which 'was to for- 
mally open the new house of worship, 
Promptly at tha hour the local and 
visiting clergy in double rank came 
from the pastoral residence and fol- 
lowed by the officers >of Emmaus con- 
gregation marched between dense 
walls of spectators to the north main 
entrance of the church, 


Pausing* at the doorway -with the 


great audience hushed in reverence, 
the pastor, Rev. Philip Wambsg-anss, 
offered a brief prayer, and the audi- 
ence joined in singing the German 
version of "Praise God From. Whom 
All 
'Blessings 
Flow,'" 
Architect 


Henry W. Meyer then formally de- 
livered the keys of the structure to 
the pastor, -who 
opened the great 


doors, invoking divine blessing upon 
the church and1 the congregation, 
"Lift Up Y'O-ur Heads, Ye Mighty 
Grates-" was sung with beautiful af- 
fect by the Eintrccht male choir, and 
at its close all the doors were thrown 
apen and the great audience filed into 
the church, 
First to enter were the 


pastor and officers of the congrega- 
tion, followed by the visiting clergy, 
bearing the Bible and ithe sacramen- 
tal vess-els. 


WAS QUICKLY PILLED. 


In an incredibly short time every 


available seat in both auditorium and 
gallery were filled, and the ushers 
then placed chairs 
in the aisles, 


though even then not more than one- 
half of the audience was able ito gum 
admission. 
The interior of the edi- 


fice presented a most beautiful ap- 
pearance. 
The altar was half hid- 


dsn behind masses of palms, ferns 
and flowers, while from the lower 
casing of the gallery hung a circle of 
training vines. 
The verdure and the 


iioweiu blending with the harmoni- 
ous shades of the decorations and in- 
tensified by the pretty color effect of 
the Stained »glass windows, formed 
an entrancing scene. 


Rev. Wambsganss then conducted 


the dedicajtoiy service prescribed by 
the Lutheran church in devoting the 
building to its sacred offices, and 
choir and audience joined in singing 
"Bin tfeste Burg 1st Unser Goitt" 
The scrlptuie lesson was read by Rev. 
H. C. Luehrs, pastor of Zioii's church, 
and the "Kyrte Eleison" was sung by 
the choir of Emanuel churcfh. 
Louis 


F, Curdes and Henry Heuer sang a 
duet from Mendelssohn, rendering 
the selection with fine effect. 


DEDICATORY SERMON. 


The honor of delivering the dedi- 


catory sermon fell upon Rev, Ttt. J< 
Albrecht, D, D., the first pastor of 
the district now embraced by Em- 


us congregation, in. 1801-1894. 


Rev. Albrecht is now director of Con* 
cordia college at Mil/waukee, and it 
was a rare pleasure to many of his 
old parishioners to have him preeent 
on this occasion, 
The sermon, de* 


livered in German, was based upon 
Paul's Epistle /to the Ephesians— 
11:19*22: 


"Now, therefore, ye SUNS no more 


strangers and foreigners, but fellow 
citizens with ;the saints and of the 
household of God. 


<*And are built upon the foundation 


of the apostles and the prophets, Je- 
sus Christ himself being the chief 
corner stone; 


"In whom ail the building fitly 


framed together groweth unto an 
holy temple in the Lord; 


"In whom also ye are builded to- 


g-ether for an 
habitation of God 


through the spirit/* 


The speaker referred to the scrip* 


tural story of the dedication of Solo- 
mon's temple, how the Levites and 
the people demonstrated their joy 
with hymns of praise and the blare of 
cymbals and harps, and likened that 
occasion to the present. Though, he 
said, the people of today have even 
more reason for rejoicing than had 
the Jews of old. Like the temple, 
this house is the dwelling place of 
God, but more than the temple of 
Solomon, it is a temple of God's new 
dispensation, as well as a temple of 
Christian education, where futur0 


generations will be taught the truths 
of the religion revealed by Christ 
Himself, 
The Jews had but the 


promise of Christ, and we the fulfill- 
ment. Their eyes saw not and their 
ears heard not the things which it 
is given to the followers of Christ to 
see and to hear, They were the morn- 
star—we the full light of noonday. 
The temple of Jerusalem was a sym- 
bol of God's promise, and the Chris- 
tian temple today is the symbol of 
God's promise fiulnlled in the re- 
demption. 
Continuing, the speaker 


said' 


REASON TO REJOICE. 


"It is appropriate and right that 


this event should be made a festal 
occasion, for indeed you have reason 
to rejoice. For your beautiful edifice 
and the motive of its erection are 
alike gloiious and creditable to you. 
This grand building, with its impos- 
ing- exterior, its beautiful interior, 
where art and piety combine to form 
a harmonious picture of beauty, the 
joyous pealing of the organ and the 
triumphant ring of the bells, are all 
prophetic of the grand work of the 
future, when godly men. and women 
will come to praise Goa and to carry 
on the good work you have begun. 
This building- is indeed a beautiful 
temple of God and a glorious symbol 
of Godfs work yet to be accomplished. 


"This building is also symbolical 


of Christianity itself. 
The various 


steps in its construction may be 
likened to the building of the Chris- 
tian religion. The first step in the 
building of the church is the foun- 
dation. It is a most important step, 
for upon it depends the certainty of 
a substantial structure. As with the 
building, so it is with our religion. 
As the apostle tells us it is 'built 
upon the prophets, Jesus Christ Him- 
self being the chief cornerstone/ The 
church, then, is founded, not upon 
the work of human hands, but upon 
Jesus Christ. The promises mado to 
Abraham and to the wandering 
Israelites in the desert have found 
their fulfillment in this, the fQvtnding 
of the religion of Chiist- 


FOUNDATION IMPERISHABLE. 
"This foundation is imperishable, 


indestructible, and will reniain for- 
ever. Were it not so it must have 
crumbled before the assaults made 
upon it by the devil. But in eve1 y 
crisis God has reared men to defend 
His church and preserve it 
from 


error. So, when the popes condemned 
the Bible and prohibited its 
use, 


there arose Martin Luther, who corn- 
batted the errors of the time, defend- 
ed the walls of the structure of God 
Himself had reared and rescued the 
holy scriptures. The house has with- 
stood all the storms of the ages, foi 
its foundations are sblid and cannot 
be shaken. 


"You may well reioice and be 


happy today, for you are building a 
new congregation on this divide 
foundatiton. 
Thus entrenched, thus 


builded, you may well call it Em- 
maus, for it will be a stronghold, a 
bulwark of the faith, a defender of 
truth against error and darkness. 
Happy people of Emmaus! For here 
your children will learn to carry on 
the work you have begun, will learn 
the love of Jesus Christ, and be forti- 
fied by grace to fulfill nobly their 
Christian duties in the years to come. 
Herein, you are making for yourselves 
a 
spiritual 
temple, dedicated 
to 


Christ's work. 


" <You are no more strangers and 


foreigners, but fellow citizens with 
the saints and of the servants of 
God/ says the apostle. There was a 
time when the Ephesians were not 
numbered among God's childien, and 
the 
apostle reminded them that 


without God's grace they could not 
form a part of the structure He had 
reared. So it is with us today. Of 
ourselves we can do no more in the 
building of God's spiritual temple 
than the stone can in its own force 
become a part of the wall of this 
church* But, thank God, the Ephes- 
ians did not remain strangers, but 
became citizens o£ God, and so, by the 
power of God, we become His children 
today, sharing His house and His 
table. 
Not of our own nor of the 


power of our fellow men, but by the 
aid of God's grace, do we attain this 
high estate." 


IN LOVE ANO) UNITY. 


Dr. Albreoht likened the individual 


members of the church to ttie stones 
in the walls, As the atones are bound 
by the cement and mortar, ao should

people marching in procession to its 
doors, receiving the keys from Archi- 
tect Meyer, and Pastor Wambsganss 
conducting the prescribed dedicatory 
servuce. 


Afternoon services were held at 3 


o'clock, the capacity of the church 
being again tested to its utmost. The{, 
sermon wae delivered by Rev. Frecl- 
erick Wainbsganss, of Indianapolis, 
a brother of the pastor of Emmaus 
church. 
In the evening & splendid 


sermon was delivered 'by Bev, John 
Wefel, of Cleveland, who spoke in 
iEng-lish. Bev. Wefel is a native of 
this city, a graduate of Concordat 
college, and was heard with much 
pleasure. 


MUSIC OVLkONmCENT. 


Throughout the day*® exercises the 


music was of the most magnificent 
character. Prof. Hahn, who presided 
at the organ, gave unquestioned evi- 
dence of a skilled mastery of the 
instrument and 'his renditions were 
greatly enjoyed. 
Others who con- 


tributed to the musical .service of 
the day were the members of Em- 
manuel choir, the Eintracht Choral 
society, 
the 
Inddanapolis Choral 


society, the Walther League orches- 
tra of Emmanuel <chui<oh, the Con- 
cordiai college singing society, and 
Messrs, Curdes and Heuer, and in 
every case the numbers were splen- 
didly given and noteworthy from a 
musical standpoint. 


No small amount of credit i& due 


tha Udies of Emmaus church, who 
did much in caring for the tremen- 
dous crowd of visitors. 
In the base- 


ment of the church half a dozen 
long tables with a seating capacity 
of 400 persons were spread with an 
elaborate dinnar, and tfrom tne close 
of the morning service until 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon these tables were 
constantly occupied by diners. 


The entire program was 
carried 


through without a hitch and with- 
out delay, and Emnmus congrega- 
tion is to be congratulated upon the 
auspicious dedication of its magnifi- 
cent temple of worship.

TEACHES THE BLIND TO SEE. 


Vienna, April $7.—An epoch-mak 


ing discovery in the training of chtl 
dien who are born blind to see ha 
been achieved by Director Keller, o 
the Institute for the Blind, 
He ex 


hibited before the Physicians* so 
ciety a 7-year-old boy born blind, bu 
with perfectly organized eyes—bran 
blind as the doctors call it—whom h< 
taught to discern colors and tlu 
forms of objects and read with th 
eyes in fourteen months. He was in 
cluced to attempt the method becaus 
he had taught seventy-two deaf an 
dumb children with normal ears t 
hear and speak by working on th 
brain. The method consists in teach 
ing the child in a perfectly dark roon 
with one movable disc of light to dis 
tinguish the light from darkness, hf 


being unable to see. Perhaps this i 
developing in the slightest degree i 
faculty of which the patient is no 
conscious. This takes months of pa 
tient treatment. Then objects whicl 
the blind child knows by feeling arc 
placed against the light disc. 
The 


child is told what they are called 
Then colored glass before a lam^ 
teaches the child colois, Geomenica 
figures on the disc are shown and 
from this he passes slowly on to 
forming letters, after which reading 
is taught. Then the disc is removed 
and the objects are shown in a dark 
room with rays of light falling upon

card playing. His text was I Cor., 
10-23, "All things are lawful for me, 
but all things are not expedient; all 
things aie lawful foi nie* all things 
edit'y not." He said in part: 


"Paul is heie speaking of Chiistian 


expediency in regard to things that 
are in themselves indifferent. 
Meats* 


unclean, or offeied to idols; ciicum- 
cision and holy days—these things 
have passed away, but the principle 
involved is forever alive. 
This is 


the principle that must be applied in 
insweiing the question, 4Is it ad- 
visable for Chiistians to play cards?" 
In answering this question, we will 
be governed by three g-ieat tiuths 
set foith in the text. 


'First. A thing must be viewed in 


its lelations. 
'All things are law- 


ful for me, but—' more is to be asked 
than, 'Is the thing in itself hainv 
sssP' Ot couise, whatever violates 
either the letter or spirit of the moral 
,aw, must be excluded 
from 
the 


things 'lawful/ How is the spotted 
card related? And let us lemember] 
that the Chiistian who plays cards 
;heieby identifies himself moie or 
less closely with the card's relation- 
ship. Cards are the gamblei's friend. 
They are always found in all places 
of vicn and immorality. 


"Theie has boon a peisisteut effort 


to make caul playing lespectable 
among Chiistian people, but in this 
theie has been only failure. 
The 


Chiistian who is faithful and regular 
in his Chiistian duties seldom plays 
caids 
Would, a man not suffer in | 


manying a woman who m heiself 
seemed all light, but whose relation- 
ship was all bad? 


"Second. The Chiistian must con- 


sidei the expediency of Ins conduct 
'All things aic lawful for me, but 
all things aie not expedient' 
Ex- 


pediency comes in only whei 2 there is 
no piinciple of light or wiong in- 
volved. To Paul all things that God 
had made weie clean and an idol was 
nothing, but it was not always ex- 
pedient to c/iuy this out. The ex- 
pediency of things in themselves in- 
different must be determined by cir- 
cumstances. Whenever such a tiling 
is used in a way, or for a purpose, or 
under circumstances forbidden 
by 


God's woid, then the Christian must 
abandon it. This is csitainly tiue of 
the spotted card, Under this head 
we must also consider the temptation 
to which the card player exposes 
himself. 
He never knows under 


what circumstances he may be in- 
vited to plav. 


"Another thing to be acted is the 


influence that the Christian's play- 
ing has upon others, both Christian 
and non-Christian. Some may say, 
fit is nobody's business what I do.J 


By such a statement one at once 
severs the ielation between himself 
and Christ. No one has a right to 
call himself a Christian who does not

LOSS QUARTER OF A MILLION 


DOZEN 
BUTLDING-S 
BURNED 


MANY MADE HOMELESS. 


Pittsburg, Pa., April CO.—Piro nt 


the corner of Carson and Seventeenth 
streets, south aide, today enured loss 
of one life, a property loss estimated 
nt $288,000, consumed over a dozen 
building-s and rendered a score of 
families homeless. 


The flames were discovered in the 


basement of the four-story depart- 
ment store of George IE. Lorsch and 
Bro. and in a very' short time the 
entire building was 'burning- furious- 
ly. It was in ruins within thirty 
minutes. 


A panic ensued among the custom- 


ers and employes, which resulted In 
what seemed at first a well-founded 
report that eight persons had per- 
ished. This was happily proven un- 
true after the fire had been controll- 
ed, the only fatality being the burn- 
ing to death of Mrs. Kate Donlay's 
two and one-half-year-old child. 


When the fire broke out Mrs. Don- 


ley and child were on the 
fourth 


floor of the Lorsch building. In her 
haste to escape the mother fell on 
the stairway and was rendered un- 
conscious. In the excitement tho 
child was either forgotten or burned 
before aid could reach, it. 


A shower of burning timbers were 


thrown from the Lorsch 
building, 


carrying 
-destruction in all direc- 


tions. E. & A. Ereuwien's clothing 
store, on the opposite 
side of the 


street, was the first to catch, but was 
not entirely destroyed. The grocery 
of P. McGrath, next door to liorsch, 
was entirely consumed, followed 
quickly by tho drug store of J. P.
